Pearl  Primus  and  her  internationally-famous  dance  ^roupe  will 
perform  in  the  Brigham  Young  University  fieldhouse  Saturday, 
April  19,  it  was  announced  today. 

- Miss  Primus  and  her  company  recently  appeared  at  a command 
performance  for  the  Queen  of  England  in  Victoria  Palace.  Other 
appearances  in  her  European  tour  were  made  at  the  inaugura- 
tion of  President  Tubman  of  Li-  _ 
beria,  a 12-concert  tour  of  Israel, 
and  a Paris  engagement.  Her 
spring  tour  of  America  began 
March  10  at  the  Univ;ersity , of 
Connecticut. 

She  was  awarded  the  coveted 
Julius  Rssenwald  Fellowship  to 
study  dance  music  and  art  in  the 
interior  of  Africa.  Under  this 
award,  the  largest  ever  given  in 
its  hikory.  Miss  Primus  secured 
much  of  her  concert  material  dur- 
ing her  year  and  a half  study 
there.  Other  awards  given  to  her 
include  the  Star  of  Africa, 
awarded  by  his  excellency.  Presi- 
dent Tubman  of  the  Republic  of 
Liberia'.  This  is  the  highest  honor 
which  could  be  g;jven,  heretofore 
awarded  to  those  5f  Ambassador- 
ial and  high  military  rank  only, 
and  was  given  to  Miss  Primus  for 
"her  great  contribittion  to  the  un- 
derstanding of  African  culture 
through  the  dance.”  She  also  was 
awarded  the  Scroll  of  Honor  from 
the  National  Council  of  Negro 
Women  for  “superb  creative 
achievements  in  the  art  of  danc- 
ing.”

President  David^  O.  McKay  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  upon  request 
of  the  editors  of  WYE  magazine 
has  contributed  an  article  to  this 
year’s  publication.

Grad  Level  Religion  Course  Altered 


Dr.  Asahel  D.  Woodruff,  dean 
of  the  BYU  Graduate  School,  has 
announced  a change  in  Brigham 
Young  University  religion  de- 
partments at  the  graduate  level. 

Under  the  previous  arrange- 
ment. there  were  four  depart- 
ments. Under  the  new  regulation, 
the  work  has  been  realigned  so 
that  there  are  now  three  depart- 
ments.  . , ^ ^ 

Former  departments  included 
Bible  and  modern  scripture;  LDS 
Church  organization  and  admin- 
istration; Theology  and  religious 
philosophy;  and  Church  history. 


The  new  departments  decided 
on  were  Scripture,  which  includes 
all  work  in  the  four  standard 
works  of  the  Church;  Semitic 
languages,  which  includes  all 
studies  of  Hebrew,  Aramaic,  and 
other  Bible  languages  except 
Greek;  and  Clhurch  history  and 
philosophy,  which  includes  all 
studies  of  LDS  doctrine  and  pro- 
gram. 

For  the  present,  Dr.  Sidney  B. 
Sperry,  director  of  BYU  religious 
instruction,  will  act  as  chairman 
of  the  first  two  departments.  Wes- 
ley Belnap  of  the  religion  faculty 


will  chairman  the  third  depart- 
ment. Chairmanships  will  prob- 
ably be  passed  around  among  de- 
partment members  to  lighten  the 
administration  burden,  Dr.  Wood- 
ruff said. 

According  to  Dr.  Woodruff,  the 
purpose  of  the  change  is  to  pro- 
vide for  our  seminary  and  insti- 
tute teachers  the  possibility  of 
majorjng  in  areas  which  are  of 
the  greatest  value  to  them  in 
their  work,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  combine  the  facilities  of  our 
faculty  to  give  them  a stronger 
program. 
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Post-Speech  Interview  . . . 

Time  Editor  Amplifies  Views

The  students  who  heard  John 
Scott,  one  of  the  editors  of  Time, 
as  he  addressed  the  studentbody 
in  Tuesday’s  devotional,  are 
aware  that  he  is  an  expert  in  the 
field  of  international  journalism. 
His  career  has  taken  him  to  near- 
ly every  part  of  the  globe,  and 
has  qualified  him  as  an  interna- 
tional observer. 

Obviously,  however,  he  did  not 
have  sulHcient  time  during  the 
devotional  to  express  his  views 
on  many  of  the  factors  entering 
into  the  present  “cold  war”  situ- 
ation. In  a later  interview,  he 
graciously  answered  some  ol 
these  questions. 

When  asked  11  the  United  Na- 
tions could  play  any  real  part  in 
establishing  peace,  (since  he  had 
not  mentioned  the  UN  in  his  ad- 
dress) he  stated  that,  in  his  opm- 
ion,  the  UN  was  doing  a great 
deal  in  that  direction.  “Unfortu- 
nately, the  UN  is,  and  has  been  a 
sounding  board  for  the  propagan- 
da of  nations  concerned,”  he  said. 
But  is  is  serving  a great  purpose 
in  keeping  certain  channels  ol 
contact  open  which  would  other 
wise  be  completely  closed.  In  ad* 
dition,  he  said,  nations  like  In- 
dia, which  are  “on  the  fence”  as 
far  as  Democracy  and  Commu- 
nism are  concerned,  would  take 
a much  dimmer  view  of  a “U.  S. 
vs.  Korea”  situation  than  they  do 
of  the  present  U.N.  vs.  Korea. 

He  stated  that  if  the  United 
States  were  to  withdraw  from 
UN  activities,  the  organization 
would  either  disintegrate  com- 
pletely or  fall  to  Communist  in- 
fluence. 

His  talk  to  the  students  em- 
phasized that  an  adequate  mili- 
tary establishment  is  essential  in 
our  fight  against  Communist  ag- 
gression. 

However,  many  people  feel  that 
the  raising  and  equipping  of  large 
armies  and  navies  can  never 
bring  peace,  but  on  the  contrary. 


will  always  result  in  wars. 

In  support  of  his  position,  Mr. 
Scott  asserted  that  for  almost 
100  years  after  the  Congress  of 
Vienna,  Europe  wa  divided  into 
two  armed  (and  arming)  camps, 
and  that  only  one  minor  war(  the 
Crimean)  took  place  during  that 
time,  ^n  arms  race  in  the  pres- 
ent balance  of  power  situation 
will  not  necesarily  result  in  war, 
he  said. 

He  emphasized,  however,  that 
there  could  not  possibly  be  a re- 
conciliation of  U.  S.  and  Russian 
ideologies,  but  stated  that  there 
will  probably  be  a major  change 
in  Russian  government  and  poli- 
cy at  the  death  of  Stalin  ,or  pos- 
sibly even  before  his  death.  A 
gradual  change  has  come  over 
the  Russian  people — a slow  disin- 
tegration of  their  enthusiasm  for 
Marxism— and  this  may  bring 
about  an  eventual  revolution 
which  would  make  U.  S.-Russ  re- 
conciliation possible.

Any  sign  larger  than  12”xl8”  will  not  be  allowed  on  the  bulle- 
tin boards  but  must  be  placed  upon  an  individual  stand.  If  the  regu- 
lations which  are  posted  on  each  bulletin  board  are  not  conformed 
to,'  the  cards  or  posters  will  be  removed. 

Our  purpose  is  To  bring  about  more  efficient,  uniform  and  at- 
tractive campus  advertising  and  at  the  same  time  serve  the  stu- 
dents; and  we  hope  that  the  plans  which  are  now  in  effect  and  those 
which  are  to  come  will  be  supported  wholehea,rtedIy  by  the  student- 
body.

Let’s  have  clean  and  sensible 
elections.  Let’s  not  let  the  fever 
of  our  times  sweep  our  emotions. 
Let’s  not  vote  along  party  (social 
unit)  lines,  geographical  lines,  or 
any  other  lines  that  blind  our 
minds  to  the  fitness  of  one  for 
the  office  he  seeks. 

To  identify  oneself  with  a cause 
is  a patriotic  and  very  honorable 
thinjf  to  do;  but  to  identify 
oneself  with  the  destruction  of 
another’s  cause  will  bring  about 
more  confusion  than  success.

Ag  Club  to  Leave  Soon 
For  Week  in  Arizona 

Members  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Ag  xlub  will  leave  on 
a week-long  trip  into  Arizona  to- 
morrow, according  to  R,  Phil 
Shumway,  adviser,  and  BYU  ani- 
mal husbandry  faculty  member. 

Approximately  34  students  will 
make  the  trip,  which  will  be 
financed  by  a club  project  begun 
last  October.  The  group  pur- 
chased 33  weaner  pigs  to  raise  for 
marketing.  Ten  hogs  have  been 
sold  to  finance  the  trip  which 
will  enable  them  to  observe  vari- 
ous aspects  of  farming,  garden 
and  dairy  enterprises  in  southern 
Utah  and  Arizona. 

Observe  Seed  Growing 
During  the  trip,  the  students 
will  observe  sugarbeet  seed 
growing  in  St.  George;  tour  the 
Boulder  Dam;  and  spend  three 
days  seeing  various  sections  of 
Arizona’s  Salt  River  Valley.  One 
of  these  will  be  spent  with  Stan- 
ley Turley,  BYU  graduate  who 
has  a ranch  there;  the  other  two 
days  will  be  spent  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Agricultural  Ex-

Abravanel  Ai)i>ears  Also 

Four  years  ago,  following  his 
Grand  Prix  du  Disque  1950  re- 
cording of  “The  Four  Seasons.” 
the  first  four  concerti  of  the 
Opus  VIII  which  had  been  in  cur- 
rency all  along,  Kaufman’s  curi- 
osity was  aroused  about  the  eight 
remaining  concerti.  These  had 
been  thought  forever  lost  since 
all  the  prowlings  of  scholars  had 
not  brought  them  to  light.  How- 
ever, an  intensive  period  of  con- 
certizing  and  sleuthing  through 
Europe  in  the  summer  of  1949  re- 
sulted in  the  violinist’s  returning 
to  America  with  a dusty  1725 
Amsterdam  edition  of  the  entire 
Opus  VIII  which  he  found  in 
Brussels. 

While  Kaufman  has  played  the 
rediscovered  concerti  widely  for 
American  audiences,  starting  in 
New  York’s  Town  Hall  at  a Vi- 
valdi Festival  in  May  1950,  this 
will  mark  the  first  time  that  the 


entire  opus  will  be  played  in 
Provo. 

Uncovers  Lost  Works 
Mr.  Abravanel,  Utah  Symphony 
conductor,  has  a rich  musical 
backgrounci  of  international 
scope.  Born  in  Salonica  (Greece) 
of  Portuguese  parents,  he  was 
brought  up  in  Lausanne,  Switzer- 
land. He  began  his  career  as  a 
conductor  at  the  age  of  19,  and 
has  conducted  major  organiza- 
tions throughout  the  world.  He 
is  widely  known  as  a guest  con- 
ductor. In  1936,  he  accepted  an 
invitation  to,  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  and  was  so  busy  during 
his  two  years  tenure  that  once 
he  broke  all  records  of  that  in- 
stitution by  conducting  seven 
performances  of  five  different 
operas  in  nine  days.

Is  It  Round?  . . . 

College  Students 
Show  Poorly 
In  Geography 

What  most  college  students 
don’t  know  about  geography 
would  fill  several  university  li- 
braries, a New  York  Times  sur- 
vey indicates. 

The  paper  gave  a geograph^y 
test  to  about  5,000  students  in  42 
colleges.  Some  odd  misconcep- 
tions of  how  the  world  is  layed 
out  were  turned  up. 

For  example,  when  asked  to 
name  the  countries  bordering 
Yugoslavia,  some  students  named 
Belgium,  Egypt,  Manchuria,  Port- 
ugal and  even  Canada.  Only  two 
per  cent,  incidentally,  could  close- 
ly estimate  Canada’s  population. 

Less  than  half  the  students 
could  approximate  the  United 
States’  population.  Many  thought 
it  was  500  million  or  more,  while 
some  placed  it  in  the  billions. 
(1950  census  estimate  of  U.  S. 
population:  nearly  152  million.) 
Five  per  cent  could  name  the 
states  bordering  on  the  Atlantic 
coast.  Many  states  as  far  inland 
as  the  Mississippi  were  men- 
tioned. 

The  survey  indicated  that  ge- 
ography is  seldom  required  by 
I major  schools.  Less  than  five  per
